as a privateer. The greater number of them in 
tended to enter themselves on beard, and try 
this hazardous method of serving the Continen- 
tal cause, and increasing their private fortunes. 
My partner and myself were cordially received 
as members of this band of ardent, young a4- 
venturers. (n the precarious issue of this en 
terprise we, like many others, staked the bulk 
of our worldly means. But at this period of my 
life a thought of failure never entered my head. 

In pursuance of this design, the brig wae 
bought and armed with fourteen carriage guna, 
and a long, heavy piece on the quarter-deck, 
turning en pivot. Our magazine was well 
stored with powder and ball, and provisions 
laid in for a long cruise. As many of the asso~- 
ciates in this expedition were young men of 
good estates tor a new country, we were able to 
make our preliminary arrangements on a !fberal 
scale 

Articles of association were drawn up with 
great care and deliberation, for the purpose of 
securing to each adventurer his equitable share 
of prize money, and for the regulation of the 
pecuniary interests of the whole concern. Be- 
sides this, we enacted, by the power and an. 
thority of all the coptributers, in genera! assem 
bly met, a code of rigid laws, to insure the pre- 
servation of order and discipline.

I do not wholly endorse Mr. Landor’s terrible 
concluding sentence «Signal as were Crom- 
well’s earlier services to bis country, be lived a 
hypocrite and died a traiter.”” I think it an ta- 
dubitable tact, that, in his last days, he was a 
miserable and remorseful man. I de not say 
that in distempered fancies be saw innocent 
bleed upon his skirts, or reeking from his hands 
or that the accusing dead came up against him 
that even the beantiful and melancholy face 
ot the first Charles rose before him, in lonely 
night watches. But I doubt not that his soul 
bore guilt-stains more appalling to his sight 
than bumas blood, and that he was perpetually 
haunted by 4 presence more terrible than any 
spectral visions, the memory of high and hal 
lowed purposes traitorously abandoned, and 
avble promises and principles basely falsified. 
This it was that peopled the solitude of bis 
chamber with the ghosts of lost opportunities 
for good, and made the hushed air of midnight 
murmerous with reproaches, or pierced it with 


boding whispers. This frowned on him in the 


altered faces of his old friends—rebuked him 
from the mournful eyes of the saintly Vane, and

lu the present case, Mr. Wright was made 
aware of the entrance of the burglars, by the 
ringing of an slarm bell in his chamber; and 
arming himself with a revolver and « piece of 
tron gas-pipe, proceeded down stairs. He then 
heard the voices of robbers in the kitchen, re 
galing themselves from the pantry. The dining- 
room door was belted, and faced with sheet 
iron, and they bad to bore through the adjacent 
partition to withdraw the bolt. Why Mr. Wright 
did not take advantage of this fact, either to 
fire through the hole and thus force them to 
decamp, or to leave his house by the froat 
door in search of the watch or police——rather 
an uncertain search, we grant—we know not 
Bat it seems he allowed the burglars, four in 
number, to effect their passage unopposed into 
the ball and parlor. Two of them then going 
up stairs - and another preparing to leave, with 
the charitable intention of « giving it to the

Fesomo Axvmats wrre Har.—A great loss 
te frequently qustaines by feeding animals too 
often, and giving them too large quantities at a 
time. In this way, by having © great pile of 
fodder for « long time betore them, which is 
readered more toni and effeasive by their con- 
stantly breathing upon it while rooting it over 
and over, it is imperfectly caten, aad « large 
part perhaps warted. To prevent this, hay 
should be given frequently and in small quanti- 
tes, especially when placed in racks of mangers, 
aa it should always be whemted out. Por where 
hay is scattered over the ground, a greater or 
less quantity is always wasted , and Mf the growed 
is at ali muddy, half of it, at least, is sure to 
be trodden under foot and spoiled.
